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INTRODUCTION 


The  opening  of  the  new  Rare  Book  Room  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  Library  in  196I+  marked  the  twenty- 
seventh  year  of  special  housing  of  our  rare  books.   Begun 
in  1937  to  make  available  to  scholars  the  Milton  collection 
accumulated  by  Professor  Harris  Fletcher,  and  soon 
augmented  by  other  English,  German,  and  French  works,  the 
Rare  Book  Room  now  contains  over  8f>,000  items. 

The  history  of  its  important  holdings  in  eighteenth 
century  fiction  is  of  more  recent  date.   Professor  Arthur 
W.  Secord  urged  the  purchase  of  many  rare  Defoe  items.   In 
19^2,  the  Library  acquired  the  collection  of  Professor 
George  Sherburn,  through  the  efforts  of  Professor  Robert 
W.  Rogers,  now  Dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences.   As  might  be  expected,  the  works  of  Alexander 
Pope  figured  most  prominently  in  this  acquisition. 
Professor  Sherburn  had,  however,  for  many  years  conducted 
seminars  at  Harvard  on  Henry  Fielding  and  on  the  eighteenth 
century  novel  in  general;  his  library  also  reflected  liberally 
this  second  scholarly  interest.   In  1962,  again  upon  the 
advice  of  Dean  Rogers,  the  Library  purchased  the  Henry  Clinton 
Hutchins  collection  of  some  U.OO  items.   Here  the  emphasis 
was  upon  Defoe,  though  other  eighteenth  century  writers  — 
particularly  those  of  travel  literature  --  were  also 
represented. 


In  July  1963,  the  Lloyd  F.  Nickell  collection  of 
2,000  volumes  was  bought.   Dr.  Nickell,  an  alumnus  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  an  assiduous  bibliophile 
during  the  years  of  his  professional  career  in  London  as 
chairman  of  Monsanto  Chemicals,  Ltd.,  had  acquired  a 
varied  library  of  eighteenth  century  publications  including 
novels  by  Defoe,  Swift,  Fielding,  Smollett,  Goldsmith,. 
Johnson,  Walpole,  Burney,  and  Radcliffe.   This  valuable 
and  handsome  collection  has  been  retained  intact  in  the 
Rare  Book  Room  and  will  be  catalogued  accordingly. 

Since  this  purchase,  the  Library,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Professor  Robert  B.  Downs,  Dean  of  Library 
Administration,  has  continued  to  build  up  the  eighteenth 
century  fictional  holdings  with  two  important  lots  of 
Defoeiana  and  less-known  works  offered  by  C.  A.  Stonehill 
of  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  and  a  group  of  100  rare  novels 
assembled  by  the  Seven  Gables  Bookshop  in  New  York  City. 

The  range  and  wealth  of  the  Illinois  collection  is 
shown  in  the  following  informational  check  list.   Our 
general  inspiration  was  the  catalogue  of  English  Fiction 
to  1820  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Library,  compiled 
by  Sidney  Gecker  and  published  by  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  Library  in  1954.   Although  the  exact  format 
of  that  publication  has  not  been  followed,  many  devices 
have  been  borrowed.   It  is  hoped  that  a  listing  of  our 
holdings  will  be  equally  useful  to  scholars  of  the  period 
and  of  the  genre. 

The  list  is  intended  to  include  all  of  our  fictional 
items  published  between,  and  including,  the  years  1700 
and  1800.   Three  preliminary  explanations  must  be  made. 
First,  the  limitation  to  the  century  dates  is  arbitrary 
but  perhaps  inevitable:  however,  eighteenth  century 
editions  of  pre-1700  works  have  been  included.  Second, 


after  a  growth,  from  600  volumes  in  1867  to  the  present 
5,000,000  items,  it  is  understandable  that  all  qualified 
books  have  not  yet  been  transferred  to  the  Rare  Book  Room. 
Scholars  may,  therefore,  wish  to  consult  the  main 
catalogue  for  marginal  works  which  have  eluded  the  library 
staff  and  the  present  compilers.   Third,  since  a  consider- 
able proportion  of  our  eighteenth  century  novels  has 
been  acquired  within  the  last  two  years,  some  of  these 
have  not  been  finally  catalogued.   For  such  volumes  we 
have  given  the  provenance  in  our  descriptions,  which  will 
make  them  identifiable  and  available. 

All  works  are  listed  alphabetically  by  author,  or, 
in  the  case  of  anonymous  and  pseudonymous  novels,  by  the 
title.   For  a  few  items  —  such  as  Defoe's  Memoirs  of  a 
Cavalier  —  where  the  titles  of  editions  vary  only  slightly 
in  wording,  the  alphabetical  system  was  abandoned  for 
a  chronological  listing.   If  the  author's  name  is  known 
but  not  given  on  the  title  page,  the  entry  has  been  cross- 
indexed.   Lacking  the  resources  of  various  type  faces  in 
our  format,  we  felt  that  a  standardization  of  title  pre- 
sentation was  advisable.   The  short  form  of  the  titles, 
therefore,  is  a  literal  verbal  excerpt  of  the  catalogue 
cards,  but  does  not  always  reproduce  the  original  capital- 
ization or  punctuation.   The  dates  of  printing  are  given 
in  Arabic  numerals,  and  the  names  of  printers  have 
usually  been  reduced  to  the  first  three  recorded  on  the 
title  page.   The  "edition,11  if  indicated,  has  been  included 
after  the  title.   In  addition  to  the  size,  we  have  given 
full  pagination  for  single  volumes  but  only  the  number  of 
volumes  if  there  is  more  than  one.   Where  possible,  the 
source  of  a  translated  work  is  provided.   There  is  also 
a  citation  of  a  standard  bibliography  which  lists  or 


describes  the  novel;  this  citation  may  not  refer  to  the 
identical  issue  or  edition  but  it  is  included  as 
authentication  tlwt  the  work  is  prose  fiction  and  as  a 
guide  to  further  bibliographical  inquiry.   Finally,  we 
have  given  the  call  number.   As  noted  earlier,  some  recent 
acquisitions  are  not  yet  catalogued.   These  are  simply 
indicated  by  the  name  of  the  collector  or  bookseller, 
such  as  Hutchins,  Nickell,  Stonehill,  or  Seven  Gables. 
This  minor  inconvenience  seems  to  us  a  cause  for  pride 
since  it  is  a  sign  of  the  continuing  expansion  of  our 
holdings  in  eighteenth  century  fiction. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  thank  the  Research  Board  of 
the  University,  Dean  Robert  B.  Downs,  Dean  Robert  W. 
Rogers,  and  Professor  Burton  A.  Milligan,  acting  Head 
of  the  English  Department,  for  funds  that  made  this 
project  possible.  Without  the  help  of  Miss  Helen  Welch, 
Acquisition  Librarian,  and  Miss  Alma  DeJourdy,  Consultant 
in  Bibliography,  it  could  not  have  been  completed  in 
such  detail.   To  Miss  Isabelle  Grant,  the  librarian  who 
has  directed  the  Rare  Book  Room  from  its  beginning, 
this  check  list  is  gratefully  dedicated.
